Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: It was noted that the language of the claims 1 , 21 , 27 & 33 did not in 
fact require the user to act so as to implement the determined cost savings. It was agreed that an amendment to 
require the affirmative action by the user to implement the cost savings would remove the rejections under 35 (JSC 112 
and 1 01 . It was also noted that this amendment would overcome the rejection under 35 USC 1 03. This determination 
is subject to further review and search.. 
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
